Surrounded on three sides by the 
Sea of Azov, Taganrog had been a 
fishing village from time immemorial, ’ 
but with the growth of its industry 
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under the Soviet régime it became 
an important town, and its popula- 
tion at the last census in 1939 was 
188,000. 

Before the Red Army, when it first 
retreated from ‘Taganrog in November, 
1941, '' scorched ” the place, Tagan- 
rog had a large metallurgical works 
with blast furnaces. It was twice 
captured by the Germans. 


ORDER OF DAY 


Marshal Stalin, Supreme Com- 
mander of the Russian forces, in a 
special Order of the Day announcing 
the fall of Taganrog, disclosed that 
it fell, after Kuban Cossacks and 
motorised units had broken through 
to the German rear, 

The Order of the Day, addressed 
to Colonel-General Tolbukhin, also 
stated :— 

‘This new victory scored by our 
Man In the south has been achieved 
as the result of a bold manceuvre, 
and our troops now have completely 
liberated the Rostov region from the 
German invaders, 

' In commemoration of the libera- 
tion of the Rostov region and the 
town of ‘Taganrog, the 180th Rifle 
Divisién and the 416th Rifle Division, 
composed of Azerbeydzhans, will be 
renamed Taganrog Divisions.’’ 

In celebration of the capture of 
Taganrog, exactly a week after the 
fall of Kharkov, 124 guns in Moscow 
fired 12 salvos each last night—a 
salute clearly heard in London. 


GREAT PROGRESS 


The whole of the Russian front 
from Kharkov to Taganrog, 240 
miles to the south on the Sea cf 
Azov, is on the move, cabled 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Moscow last night. For tre past 
24 hours, he said, the Soviet cffen- 
sive in the Donbas, west of the 
Mius River, has made great -pro- 
gress after a week of concentrated 
hammering. 

Heavy battles have brought the 
Russians still nearer the railway 
junction of Krasnograd, 45 miles 
south-west of Kharkov, where they 
are menacing the town from the 
north and the east. 


SPARING FORCES 


North-west of Kharkov, large 
areas between the Rivers Psel and 
Vorskla, where the Germans in- 
tended putting up a stiff and pro- 
longed same are now in Russian 
hands. 

The Soviet offensive south of 
Bryansk is proceeding rhythmically 
with systematic reduction of German 
strong points. As the Germans fall 
back they are firing villages and 
sending the inhabitants to the rear. 
Referring to one township, a front- 
line despatch said:—‘‘ Garbuzy does 
not exist any more. It is just a 
heap of brick and cinder.”’ 

Captain Sertorius, Military Corre- 
spondent of the German Overseas 
News Agency, said last night:— 
‘The evacuation of Taganrog, which 
has been carried out according to 
plan and which remained almost un- 
observed by the enemy, was under- 
taken primarily on the principle of 
sparing our forces.”

“Soap Ration 
Reduced 


Soap reserves have reached such a 
low level that it would be un- 
safe to continue to draw on them 
at the same rate, says a state- 
ment issued by the Department 
of Supplies last night. Accord- 
ingly, the soap ration is to be 
cut by making the month’s 
allowance’ extend to a month 
aud a half. 

The reason is the scarcity of raw 
materials, of which most were 
gs Bere The quantities avail- 
able since the war have been 
very limited, and for several 
months past it has not been 
possible to obtain any soap- 
making oils or fats and reserves 
are being used up. 

Most householders have found the 
allowances sufficient, except in 
cases where a large amount of 
home-washing was done. Hotel 
laundries, however, have com- 
plained of their allowance being 
seriously deficient. 

It is not expected that the supply 
position will improve for four 
or five months at the very 
earliest.

skimmed milk a week.

“We can disclaim any responsi- 
bility in the past for this war,” he 
said, ‘“‘and we are entitled to re 
main neutral in it. But we are nob 
entitled to disclaim responsibility for 
the avoidance of future wars. We 
have the same interest as all the 
éther smailcountries in working to 
ensure that this war will really be 
the last war.” 

“ We could not maintain our self- 
respect or earn the respect of other 
nations if we think only of our own 
affairs,” he added.

tions—his pursuit of health and 
happiness... Never was that truth 
of greater importance than it is 
to-day. Never did the average 
citizen enjoy such long and 
frequent spells of freedom from 
work, Never was there a greater 
variety of opportunities to enjoy 
and derive benefit from his leisure 
hours. These varied opportunities, 
however, present their own special 
dangers. While being occasions 
for healthy recreation, both 
physical and mental, they also 
present opportunities for various 
forms of dissipation, Too often the 
leisure hour is identified with the 
interval for mere idleness—an hour 
in which the powers of da: kness 
still are all too ready to suggest 
new forms of mischief. Hence 
has come the insistent need to 
discover and develop new sources 
of healthy recreation. In what 
direction may such sources be 
found? To what extent can 
their development be made to 
depend on the provision of amuse- 
ments or other forms of entertain- 
ment? To what extent, if any, 
should the State take the initiative 
by fostering certain types of recrea- 
tion and by discouraging other 
forms? These are not easy 
questions to answer; but we 
believe that there are certain 
broad principles by which the 
recreative values of leisure may be 
tested. Intervals of relaxation 
from labour that aze employed at 
once to minister to physical and 
mental health, and to widen the 
individual’s outlook on life, are, of 
course, most to be desired. Reason- 
ably complete changes of physical 
and social environment are 
essential to that end. To one 
section of the community that 
‘change may be an afternoon at 
the seaside, or even in the city 
playground. ‘To other sections it 
may mean a day on the golf links 
or a week-end’s ‘‘hiking.’”’ The 
use of longer intervals may call 
for trips further afield, to enjoy 
strange scenery or quiet rest in 
the seaside cottage; or it may 
mean little more than changes of 
occupation, such as are enjoyed by 
city youths who find enjoyment 
and health—to say nothing of 
education—in helping the farmer 
to save and store his crops. 
Again, to reverse the picture, we 
may think of the farmer and his 
family who see: rest and recrea- 
tion in visits to the city picture 
palace or theatre, the art gallery, 
or the museum. What is true of 
one of these is true of all. The 
‘essence of healthy leisure is not 
idleness, but absorption in some 
pursuit -vhich is removed as far as 
possible from the trivial round, 
the common task. 

What is being done to cater for 
these and other recreative needs? 
Have’ we developed a conscious- 
ness of these growing demands, 
and of the opportunities which 
they present to voluntary effort, 
to commercial enterprise and to 
State agencies? Fortunately, we 
are not without some evidences of 
advance. The praiseworthy efforts 
of the Civics Institute,‘ in co- 
operation with the City Council, 
have provided playgrounds, with 
equipment and play organisers, 
for many hundreds of Dublin 
children, whose idle hours other- 
wise would probably have added 
to the destructive energies of the 
street playground. Holiday homes 
have begun to multiply as the 
result of voluntary efforts. The 
organisers of An Oige have opened 
up new ways of life for thousands 
of the younger generation, who 
find invigorating exercise among 
the hillsides and refreshinent and 


hostels. In another direction 
Muintir na Tire forges quietly 
ahead with its campaign to bring 
colour as well as material pros- 
perity into the drab surroundings 
of Ireland’s villages and country- 
sides ; andthe Irish Countrywomen’s 
Association is directing its ener- 
gies to the promotion of recreative 
activities for the housewife and 
her helpers. Meanwhile, not a 
few of the town and urban 
councils are preparing plans for 
swimming baths and. other 
comparatively inexpensive resorts 
for idle hours. The most hopeful 
sign £ all is the fact that, wher- 
ever reconstruction problems are 
being discussed, recreation and en- 
tertainment are treated as matters 
of real importance. All “these 
are encouraging signs of the 
times; yet they serve only as 
pointers to greater possibilities— 
to the construction and develop- 
ment of holiday camps (upon: 
which millions are being spent in 
Great Britain), to the provision of 
modern bathing and , boating 
facilities and other forms of enter- 
tainment at the seaside and inland 
health resorts, and, above all else, 
to a complete renovation of those

The British climate is not 
more kindly disposed than the 
Irish towards open-air activities. 
The rainstorms at picnics, garden 
parties and garden fétes have 
become a stock joke, and the 
organisers are careful to add to 
their advertisements the warning 
that tho events will take place, 
“weather permitting.” That, 
presumably, is the main objection 
to any proposals to stage open- 
air productions of plays, ballet, or 
opera in Dublin. It was all very 
well for the audiences of Athens to 
sit all day in an _ uncovered 
auditorium—for they knew nothing 
of that Jurking fear that. the 
barometer may have waited merely 
until its owner’s back was turned 
to spin rapidly around to 
“stormy ’’—but for ar. inhabitant 
of these islands the case is very 
different. Yet for some time past 
audiences have been crowding to 
Regent’s Park, to see open-air pro- 
ductions of Shakespeare, in spite 
of the weather. Mr. Cochran 
appears to believe—and his guess, 
in this matter, is probably rather 
better than anyone else’s—that 
people will come out with equal 
readiness to see opera and ballet 
sub divo. It is surprising that 
those enthusiasts who are anxious 
to popularise the scenic arts in 
Dublin have not experimented 
with open-air productions. If the 
Board of Works could be per- 
suaded to lend some of the admir- 
able sites in the Phenix Park, 
the low “ overheads,”’ would give 
an opportunity to stage excellent 
summer entertainments at a cost 
that would attract all.

Faster Buses . 

London Transport 's winter schedule 
to be introduced in October will 
mean swifter 'bus journeys. The aim 
of the new schedules is to cut out 
the dawdling "bus on routes where 
the reduction of motor traffic has 
made quicker journeys possible. 
Two or three minutes will be saved 
on most trips from start to finish. 
Officials of the board now have the 
big job of fitting in all the changes 
for hundreds of stages on journeys 
affecting about half of their 
services in a few weeks. Dawdling 
"buses have caused workers to miss 
trains, and all services touching 
main line railway stations are among 
those to be accelerated. 


ABBEY THEATRE 
* THY DEAR F ATHER gé 


Mr. Gerard Healy’s tragedy is a 
very good first play. It had an 
excellent production, and a most 
enthusiastic reception, last night. 
It has a theme which can be tragic 
and comic by turns, as the Abbey 
Theatre does these things, but it is 
tragedy that is intended, anae> 
it cannot be felt strongly at the 
ends The play comes to a close in 
sadness and a sense of pity that 
such a waste of life should be. The 
real tragedy, which is that of the 
young woman rather than the young 
man, is not fully emphasised. The 
playing for lightness at the beginning 
does not help to a final balance, 
but it does develop an acceptable 
mixture for most of the way. 

The dead hand—or face—of John 
Dooley stretches. out from the 
grave—or looks down from the wall 
of the sittingroom—to destroy his 
son, to make Gia widow and daughter 
rather detestable people, and to spoil 
the life of a very pleasant young 
woman. John Dooley, as given in 
what -ve hear of him, must have been 
a hypocrite of the most pernicious 
type, and the most odious results 
could flow from his use of religion; 
but we are not altogether prepared 
for the er go eg of — 
appearance in his gon Jack, an 
liam Sedaicnd had considerable diffi- 
culty in making this young - man 
credible. 

We find him, after a lost religious 
vocation, engaged to Eileen Walsh, 
a young widow, who is very much 
in love with him. But everything is 
beginning to go wrong. The business 

Son is collapsing; he 
is hauned b the character, 
as well as the face, of his 
father. He behaves _hatefully 
towards the young woman, and the 
only excuse for him is that he has 
become a kind of religions maniac; 
but two promising lives are wasted. 

The author manages this difficult 
material with most admirable skill, 
and, although his play is not com- 
pletely successful, 1t is excellent in 
most of its parts. It s a good 
deal, but it leaves one with the Feel. 
ing that, by saying more, it could 
have been more convincing. It just 
misses a full sense of tragedy. 

It was splendidly played by the 
best of the players at the top of 
their form.

reakings, and no receivers able to 
dispose of very valuable stolen pro- 
perty. So far as the money values 
of losses caused by crime are con- 
cerned, the problem in Dublin is 
comparatively small. 


SOCIAL PROBLEM 


But, though the monetary damage 
may be very small, the social 
problem involved is great. It is ob- 
viously a serious evil if many of our 
citizens, and especially the youths, 
are going to spend their lives doing 
jail sentences for stealing a few hun- 
dred cigarettes or comparatively 
small sums of money, and, between 
jail sentences, are leading lives of 
misery and squalor, with no spiritual 
values to redeem them. 

Nearly all the people who know 
the criminal grGEgw— at first hand 
ngree that the greatest cause oí 
crime is the bad social conditions 
under which so many of our people 
live. This is the opinion not only of 
social welfare ÓN at but also oí 
priests, policemen and magistrates, 
who are not directly concerned with 
these problems. Most of them go 
further, and say that all the work 
being done to prevent crime—police 
preventive measures. punishment of 
offenders, helping probationers and 
ie prisoners—is just clearing 
away the froth. This is not to say 
that these works are not of the very 
greatest value and deserving of even 
greater public support. On the 
contrary, so long as social condi- 
tions remain the same, every possible 
effort along these lines needs to 
redoubled. 

Nothing made the roots of the 
crime problem so clear to me as the 
night I spent visiting with the 
Legion of Mary workers—seeing the 
miserable, decrepit tenement houses ; 
the crowds of. children playing 
around the steps or the hallway, the 
barely furnished, badly-lit rooms; 
the untidy, squalid beds, and in 
the living rooms, scarcely space to 
sit down when‘more than half the 
family were present. Just reflect 
how hard it must be to bring 
children up in habits. of discipline

never so well provided for as they 


ere today; or (2) that the crime 


problem, at least among juveniles, 
is as bad in some of the newly- 
built suburbs as in some of the old 
tenement districts. So far as (1) is 
concerned, the great help given to 
the poor by such services as the milx 
and bred vouchers, or by ‘the 
various. community kitchens, cannot 
be denied. But these are an in- 
oneqeals substitute in the home for 
regular omployment, or for the life 
which is possible when the family 
is decently. housed. 


MORE ATTENTION 


The answer to the second objec- 
tion is that‘ the habits acquired 
through several generations of tene- 
ment life cannot be wiped out «by 
moving the family to a new house 
in Crumlin, or a new block of flats 
in central Dublin. My own opinion 
is that what has been happening in 
some of the new suburbs is. a 


|transient phase caused by the fact 


that parents do not realise the 
necessity to establish new controls 
over their children—of a kind that 
were not necessary in a crowded 
slum area, where they were always 
being watched by someone. 
Unfortunately, even if we could 
‘de good employment and good 
ousing conditions for every able- 
bodied adult in Dublin, there would 
still be a criminal element in our 
midst. For there are many so much 
depraved by the lives they and their 
fathers have led that—short of a 
miracle—their rehabilitation is im- 
ssible. There are probably a few 
undred of this class in Dublin—the 
offspring of criminal parents, or for 
so long the associates of criminals 
that they may be written off as com- 
plete. losses to society. 
But there are many more—possibly 
a thousand or so whose lives are still 
in the balance—who if they are pro- 
vided with employment and decent 
homes, and if, through boys’ and 
girls’ clubs, they are provided with 
recreation and instruction in their 
leisure hours, may yet turn out to be 
useful members of the community. 
The ways and means of doing this 
should be receiving more marked 
attention from political leaders and 
from the public than they are at 
present receiving. It is true that 
much has Been done, but an

Greeks in Italy 


The “foot” of Italy, which 
features a good deal in the com- 
maniquts at the moment, is full of 
places of historic interest. Reggio, 
in the toe, is the place to which 
Hannibal retreated when the tide 
turned against him in Italy, and 
where he supported himseli from 
207 to 203 B.L. 

Under the sole was the famous 
city of Sybaris, whose name has 
become a term for luxurious indo- 
lence; but the Sybarites paid for 
their faults, for their city was 
defeated and destroyed by the 
neighbouring town of Croton—now

the Greek cities of Southern Italy. 
The very name ‘‘Greeks’’ came 
from the settlements from Greece in 
Italy. ‘he settlers to themselves 
were Hellenes; but among the 
eoples who set the first colony in 
taly were a few from the little and 
obscure district of Graia, in Beeotia. 
For no reason at all, the Latins 
chose their name, in preference to 
that of any of their more important 
fellows, to describe the whole race— 
and so we get our word “‘ Greece.”’
